VA1499E100  JEWELL  RIDGE  COAL  CORP.,  JEWELL  RIDGE,  V A.  A  foil  of  a  (0 

counterfeit  (CTFT)  piece  of  the  E100  was  received  by  the  Catalog 
Committee.  Upon  checking  it  against  the  file  foil,  we  noted  several 
differences  as  follows:  Both  sides  of  each  piece  read  the  same  ex¬ 
cept  that  the  CTFT  piece  does  not  have  a  comma  after  1  Ridge*  on  the  OB. 
There  is  an  obvious  mold  break  on  both  the  OB  and  R.  However,  the 
submitter  said  he  had  seen  a  piece  without  the  mold  break.  The  let¬ 
ters  on  the  CTFT  OB  are  heavier  and  several  are  filled  in.  The  let¬ 
ters  on  the  origina  lpiece  are.  very  sharp  and  well  defined.  The  cutout 
is  very  crude  and  not  as  well  defined  as  the  original.  On  the  reverse 
in  the  word  ' Schierloh' ,  the  right  baud  leg  of  the  '  H'  is  shorter; 
the  'I*  is  shorter;  and  the  'E'  is  longer  than  the  originaljon  which 
all  letters  are  exactly  the  same  height.  Another  reverse  difference 
is  in  the  two  '0's  in  the  '1--'.  The  two  '  0's  on  the  CTFT  are  7mm 
from  right  to  left,  but  the  original  is  only  6  mm.  Also  the  CTFT 
'0's  are  4  plus  mm  high  and  the  original  only  3  1/4  mm  high.  The 
The  letters  on  the  reverse  also  are  somewhat  heavier  than  the  original. 
These  differences  are  difficult  to  discern.  So,  if  anyone  has  the 
E100  and  wants  to  know  whether  or  not  it  is  CTFT,  send  the  Catalog 
Committee,  152  Kawga  Way  Loudon  Tn  37774  a  good  clear  foil  or  rub  or 
the  piece  itself.  We  will  compare  it  with  our  two  file  foils. 

RUDOLPH  COAL  CO.,  CLARKSVILLE,  TENN  Recently  several  denominations 
(1,  5,  &  25)  of  this  company  have  appeared  on  the  market  from  three 
different  directions,  Mississippi,  Tennessee  and  West  Virginia.  Wa 
searched  Dun  and  Bradstreet  Directories  for  1866,  1870,  1876,  1882, 

1909,  1914,  1919,  1923  and  1927  plus  a  1932  Directory  of  Tennessee 
Coal  Companies.  We  found  Rudolph  Coal  Company  listed  only  in  the 
1909  Dun  as  a  'DEALER'.  We  also  searched  for  mining  activities  in 
Montgomery  County  but  did  not  find  any  evidence  of  raining.  Dodrill 
does  not  list  Rudolph  Coal  Co.  With  this  evidence  or  lack  thereof. 

We  concluded  that  Rudolph  Coal  Co  wa 3  a  Retail  Store  which  sold  coal 
on  a  local  basis.  .  The  Company  will  be  listed  in  the  Miscellaneous 
Section  of  Tennessee  unless  someone  can  provide  documentation  that 
Rudolph  Coal  Co  actually  mined  coal  in  Montgomery  County.  If  there 
are  other  denominations  in  circulation  please  send  us  a  foil  or  rub 
with  the  metal  content. 


At  the  Neison- 
ville  Meeting  someone  named  Bill  (I  failed  to  note  his  last  name) 
askedme  to  check  the  reverses  of  the  file  foils  for  these  two  pieces.
